Clarence 
Moore. Frank .7. llryan and .Vlgernon Uaingcrtield. 

Saturday, Ma.v 18. had been allotted to tiie Rauiapo 
Steeplechase Club for its meeting at Iloliokus, Now- 
Jersey. IVheu Charles Koliler was apprised of tin- 
proposed meeting at iteniiing in- notified Frank J. 
Bryan that he would cheerfully accept another dati- 
for tlie racing on his estate, and furthermore aid 
the Washington meeting if called upon. 

Every jirominent dull In the national capital has 
given assurance of suiUKirt. The meeting will be 
iiiaintuined b.v subscription frmn men of -prominciicc 
in Washington and other cities. Seven races will 
lie run on eacli day, four of wliicli will be decided 
through the sti-eiileclia.se licld and thri-e on the flat. 
These events will iaoliide army races on the Hat 
and over obstacles; oiien and liimters’ st»-<‘plechas«-s. 
a (lash for polo ponies, and a four-mile old-fashioned 
affair tm the Hat for hunters. 

'Th<' races will be for gontlcinen riders, oHicers of 
the army and navy, and otlicers of foreign govern- 
ments lioldin;^ diplomatic relations witli this country. 
In tlie legations tliere are many crack riders wlio 
have achieved distinction aliroad. and tliey liave 
signiHed tliclr intentions of coiiiiK-tiiig in the events 
to lie offered. 

Pur.ses will range from $.30(1 to $1,000. Valuable 
cups will he given to the winning riders and tropliies 
to tlie riders' of liorses flnlslilng second and tlilrd. 

.Vugust Beliuont lias already tendered an elaborate 
cup. wbicli will be the donation of Hie New York 
branch of tlic UnltiHl States Cavalry and Remount 
Association. The cup will is* presented to the win- 
ner of a cavalr.v test, to be lield .May IS. Tlie test 
is for a troop of cavalr.v to go twenty miles across 
country over a territory to be selected l>.v govern- 
ment oUicials. and flnish in front of tin- grandstand. 
Gen. Li-ouard WishI and staff' will judge liic condi- 
tion of men aud horses, and tlic enp will be awarded 
on this score. The approach of ihe Hnish of this 
test will lie made known by a detail from the Signal 
Corps. 

The Washington branch of the National Remount 
AstKx-lation will donate a eup for one of the races. 
The Metro|)olitan. the Army and Navy and the 
Chevy Chase clubs will also give cups. 

A couple of troops from Fort Meyer, Virginia, 
will give a drill between races. Tlieir drills are 
spectacular and certain to prove a decided attrac- 
tion. Tlie proUcieucy of tin- Fort Meyer troops is 
known throughout tlie length and hrendth of the 
laml, and the opiiortuulty to witness the maneuvers 
will mean the gathering of a notable assemblage. 

The rx-nning track is in siilendid condition. Owing 
to tlie ntiinber of horses quartered in the enclosure 
during the winter months superintendent W. 1’. 
Thompson has bent every effort to keep the track 
and steeplccliasc field safe and fast.

MANY FOALS IN QUEBEC PROVINCE. 



Eastern Canada Forging to Front as Producer of the 
Thoroughbred, 



Montreal. Que., March 26. — The Charlevoix Stable, 
owni-d by Sir Rudolphe Forget ami Charles Donohue 
of Montreal, and whose winter quarters are down in 
the Saguenay distriet. rejiorts tiie arrival of two 
thoroughbred fouls, both of which will he eligible 
for tlie QuelHic King’s Blate aud for all Dominiou- 
bred races. t)ne is a bay filly by the Canadian Na- 
tional Bureau stulliuii Blue Book, dam Valorous by 
Charaxus. The other Is a chestnut colt by Blue 
Book — Eva Maddlsoii, by imported Maddisou, a sou 
of Hampton. The Valorous filly was foaled on Fri 
day last, and the Eva Maddison colt was foaled on 
March 10. 

James Walsh., who trained for Kenneth Dawes last 
season, is in charge of the stalile. He has also two 
flue yearlings h.v imported Sea Horse II.. out of 
Valoroi^ and Eva Maddison. The Valorous yearling 
is a brown eolt and the Eva Maddison yearling Is a 
blown tilly. The pride of the stable Is the two-year- 
old lilly Bacchante, liy Sea Horse II. — Valorous. 
Tliis youngster stands tifteeii liumls throe inciies aud 
is as liig all over as nn.v California or Kciituok.v two- 
year-old of tier age. She will start in the Nursery 
Stakes at Blue Bonnets this year and in the Quebec 
King’s I'late of 1913. 

Blue Book, tiic Bureau stallion now at the Charle- 
voix Stable, is a Hue horse, by Handsome, by Han- 
over — Blue Bl(xxl, one of the famous mures of John 
E. Madden’s farm In Kentucky. The .Meddler mare. 
Impertinence, also at the Charlevoix Stables, is ex- 
pected to foal to the Bureau stallion Masterman 
about April 1st. This should be a valuable foal. 

'I'liere are nearly oik- hundred Hue half-bred year- 
lings and t wo-ycar-o(ds in the Sagiietiay district 
now us a re,--nlt of the Bureau work. 

The Bureau stalliou Oist-au is being mated with 
nearly all the goOil thoroughbred mares in Montreal. 
He is a graud-iuoklug horse and will be one of the 
thoroughbreds shown by the Bureau at the Montreal 
Horse .Show. 

.Mr. W. W. Hubbard. Secretary for Agriculture of 
New Brunswick, looked over some of the Bureau 
stnilious iu Montreal a few days ago. He thinks 
that Light Wool Is a magnifleeut tyix* of the breed. 
Mr. Hubbard says that the Bureau stallions placed 
in New Brunswick are getting good results. In 
two seasons and part of another season Ostrich has 
been mated with 118 mares; Javelin, placed at 
Bathurst, N. B., was muted with 44 mures iu 1910 
and 55 mares In 1911. 

The National Bureau’s first shipment for 1912 will 
be to British Columbia, from whence comes an in- 
sistent demand for thoroughlired .sires. 

The Bureau will have a big exhiliit at the .Mon- 
treal Horse Sl(ow, and among tin- stallions shown 
will be: I.ight Wool, Stringeney. Oiseaii, Fort Hun 

ter. Rosemount, Valjean, Ueidiuoore and Firebug. 
Rosemount won the championship at the 'Toronto 
Fair last year: Valjean won the championship at the 
Central Canada Fair. Stringency won the cham- 
pionsliip at Hamilton and Firebug took first prize at 
Quebec, so that Hie exhibit will be made up largely 
of champions. There probably wiil la* an exhibit 
of Bureau half-bred yearlings by Bureau stallions 
out of farm mares. If this class Is arranged the 
Bureau will give a valuable silver cup. 



FAMOUS ENGLISH RACE COURSES. 



An the classic events of the English racing sea 
son. the Derby, St. Leger and Oaks, alw.ays create 
cousideruhle interest in lovers of the thoroughbred 
iu all parts of the world. It will not be amiss to 
say a few words concerning the courses over which 
these historic races are run. Not the least inter- 
esting feature of these courses Is their age. Rac- 
ing was held at Epsom as far buck as 1645, but It 
did not assuiuc a '.lermaneut character until the first 
liorby in 1780. ’’.Tie famous Newmarket (y)urse is 
over ’200 years old. while the Ascot races owe their 
origin to Queen Anne iu 1711. ’The York and Don- 
caster meetings ire over 150 years old. while that 
at Goodwood is over 100 years old. 

The three Tliiimos valle.v courses — Hurst Park. 
Kemiiton Park and Sandown Park — are all mod- 
ern courses, estnblislied In the last thirty-five years. 
It was ou Hie last-named course, however, that Hie 
first race for $5<t.0i)t) stakes took place. Twenty- 
three years ago tlie managers of Sandown Park 
startled the racing world liy instituting the Eclipse 
Stakes, iiuminuily worili this amount — first won ti.v 
tliat famous horse. Bendigo — and the success of the 
venture was such that the Jockey f'luh ultimately 
estalilished two S.'iO.OdO races at Newmarket, viz., 
tlie Prince of Wales Slakes aud the Jockey Cluh 
Stakes. NisMlless to say, the races for these enor- 
mous stakes attract the best liorses of each year, 
and it Is on record that in 189.3 two winners of 'he 
Iierhy, two winners of Hie St. le’ger, two winners 
of the Two Thousand Guineas and a winner of the 
Ascot riqi ran on tlie Sandown Park course for tlie 
Ecllp.si*- Stakes. 

Newmarket, “the racing capital of England.’’ pos- 
sesses no fewer than ten iimrses, the longest being 
four and one-quarter miles in cimilt. Here the 
Jockey Clnb lias its cliief seat, wlicre over t.()0() 
liorses will often lie found in training on the heath. 
.\llogetlier there are nearly fifty training estalillsh- 
nients at Newmarket, and a large army of em|ilo.v“s 
are constantly at work during the racing season, 
keiMilng Hie cuiirs(‘s and galloping grounds In order. 

Tlie cost of this lulior is mostly met l»y the fee 
Charged by the Jockey Club ou each horse trained 



on the heath. For horses in training an annual 
charge of $35 Is made, while a fee of $15 is levied 
on yearlings taking their first lessons. Alto<'ethcr 
lictwcen $6().(X)0 and $75,000 is derived from thc.se 
souriN's every year. Although somewhat expensive, 
most owners like to train their horses at Newmarket, 
for then the horses heed not bo taken away to run. 
There are seven annual meetings to choose from, 
and prizes like the Two Thousand and Cesarewltch 
to win. and. In addition, the course can be chosen 
which will most likely suit the horse. For. while 
some animals can run equally well on any course, 
there are others which never do themselves justice 
except on a course they like. Consequently there is 
often a great deal to be gained by properly “plac- 
ing” a horse. It is at Newmarket where King 
George’s race horses are trained by Dick .Marsh, ns 
the famous trainer is known on the turf; while not 
far from the town is a lieautiful estate owned by 
Dann.v Maher, the famous American jockey, and 
probably the richest professional rider in the world. 

How many people are aware that had It not been 
for the geuerosit.v of Lord George Bentinck some 
sixty years ago the Derby race at Epsom might 
have been crossed off the racing calendar? In 
182t)-.30 .$100, (KXl was spent on the erection of the 
grandstand, which accommodates 7,.3(X) spectators. 
The maintenance of the Epsom summer meeting, 
however, cost more than the revenue from the 
stables, etc., and the consequence was that t)ie 
clerk of the course went to Lord George Bentinck 
aud explained that unless more money was forth- 
coming this meeting would probably come to an end. 
I.ord George lent the clerk $25,000, which the latter 
used to such good purpose that the Epsom summer 
meeting took a new lease of life and the clerk and 
his family made their fortunes. 

For many years afterward the original $100 shares 
in the Epsom Grandstand Company realized large 
sums in the market. In 1884 they brought $400. 
although th<*r dropped some $100 after that. This 
was owing to a falling off In the entries for the 
Derby and Oaks, however, and a great fillip was 
given to the popularity of Epsom when, in 1S690, it 
was announced that in future the Derby would be 
worth a guaranteed minimum of $25.0()0. Its guar 
anteed value was then made $32,500, at which it 
now stands. 

There are several courses at Epsom, but the chief 
of them all is the Dcrb.v course of one and one-balf 
miles. This course contains the steepest hill — lead- 
ing down to Tattenham Comer — to be found on any 
iniportnnt course lu the Kingdom. In addition, the 
first half-mile of the track is oq the ascent. As a 
matter of fact, the Derb.v course offers the greatest 
test of merit to race horses, and that Is why the 
best horse nearly always wins. 

It has often happened that the winner of the 



Derby has also carried off the Ascot Gold Cup. the 
value of which of late years has been between $15.- 
000 and $20,000. 'The Ascot course Is circrllar, 
nearly two miles long, aud within the confines of 
Windsor I’ark. As a matter of fact, the course Is 
crown property, and to a certain extent under the 
care of the Master of His Majost.v’s Burkhoundi. 
The Ascot course Is generally considered to be the 
best in England, one great advantage being that 
practicall.v the whole of the racing can be seen from 
the stands. 

'The race for the St. Leger, which takes place on 
the Doncaster course, has rightly been described as 
the “IH'rhy of the north.” for it Is witnessed every 
year h.v something like 30.000 iieople, mostly York- 
shiremen. Tlie race Is of Hie same value as the 
Derby, viz., $::2„'>00. As a matter of fact, the Don- 
castiT meetings are “run’’ h.v the town coriioraHuii. 
and the course relieves the rate payers to the extent 
of alKiiit $(i0.(l00 each year, a large portion of the 
profits of tlie races being devoted to the rediicti.ii. 
of the rates. if 

The ElMir Handicap, which takes place on the 
York course, is also au event which draws thousands 
of excursionists: the race for the Glmcrack Stakes — 
founded in honor of Glmcrack, a famous grey horse 
foaled in 1760. which won races when he was 
elevcu years old — being almost equally popular.
